The National Defense Education Act: The State Board of Education 
approved the distribution of $743,800. in national defense funds on the 
basis of $11. per teacher unit for city, county and exempted village dis- 
tricts under Title III (science, math and foreign language) for mat- 
erials, equipment and minor remodeling. Local matching funds will be 
required in addition to meeting criteria. Details have been sent to 
superintendents. This money may be used to add science, math and 
foreign language books to school and classroom libraries. Contact your 
superintendent at once about the use of this money for library books 
as all requests must be in to the State Board of Education by the 
end of May. 


The Executive Board has sent a letter to the State Board of Ed- 
ucation requesting an Instructional Materials Supervisor for the subject 
areas under Title ITI. We also ask that they consider an experienced 
school librarian for this position. 


Membership: As of April 30th, we had 369 new and renewed member- 
ships. To date 174 have not renewed their membership in OASL. We 
need everyone to renew his membership. if we are to meet our goal. 


Convention Location: The Executive Board selected the Lincoln Lodge 
Motel for the 1960 Convention in Columbus and the Onesto Hotel for 
the Convention in Canton. 


Attention is called to: the report of the Nominating Committee, the 
1959 Convention Program, and information concerning your reserva- 
tions for the Convention . . . all found elsewhere in this issue of the 
Bulletin. I hope that we may see many of you at the Wade Park Manor 
Hotel on October 30-31 for our 1959 Convention.

Librarians In The News 
School Librarian Writes For Newspaper 


The Saturday issue of The Columbus Citizen devotes its entire back 
cover to “News About Teens In Our Town”. One of the weekly features 
of this page is a column called “Let’s Read”. It has appeared for the past 
year and 1s written by Mrs. Gertrude Wright, Librarian at Central High 
School in Columbus, Ohio. 

The idea for the “Let’s Read” column grew out of a teacher-librarian 
joint effort to get student’s ideas on book selection prior to firming a 
book order. Central H. S. students wrote letters to their librarian to 
express their ideas about books and tell her what kind of books they 
would like to have. From these letters, from holiday themes, from new 
books, and from the library bulletin board come ideas for the “Let’s 
Read” column. Mrs. Wright may write it as a question and answer 
feature or as a straight informational column. 

Some recent headlines have been: “Good Books Have Been Made 
Into Motion Pictures Recently”, “Try Romantic Stories for Valentine’s 
Day”, ‘Situation Comedies Are Humorous Books”, “Boys Interested In 
Service Books”, and “ ‘The Silver Chalice’ Popular With Teens”. Most 
columns mention several books and may include brief notes or com- 
ments. Mrs. Wright gets no pay for her readable writing, but she does 
get credit for in-service training, the gratitude of the newspaper ed- 
itor, and undoubtedly that of countless readers. 





Mrs. Beatrice Meyer, Librarian of South High School, Canton, Ohio, 
was elected Chairman of the Stark County Librarians’ Association. 

Mrs. Elnora Portteus of the Department of Library Science, Kent 
State University, served as a panel member on “School and Public 
Library Co-operation” at the Northwest District Meeting of O.A.S.L. 
at Sylvania on April 17th. She also gave an address recently at the 
Avondale Elementary School P.T.A. in Canton, Ohio.

The Ninth Annual Conference Of Ohio 
Student Librarians’ Association 


The Ohio Student Librarians held their ninth annual conference at 
the Miami University Student Center in Oxford, Ohio on April 25th. 
Forty-five schools were represented, with over four hundred in at- 
tendance. Miss Love Clark, of McGuffey School, Miami University, 
was the hostess and had charge of the arrangements. 


The program was varied and most interesting. The highlight of the 
morning session was an address by Helen Herman of Louisville High 
School. Miss Herman was one of the twenty-three delegates from the 
United States who were sent to Europe last summer with the Red Cross. 
Her inspirational talk, “A Teen-Ager Sees Europe”, aroused a keen 
appreciation for our own country. 


The afternoon program was opened by a stimulating review of the 
life of Annie Oakley, presented by Miss Helen Campbell, Professor of 
English and Children’s Literature of Miami University. She was ably 
followed by Mr. Walter Havighurst, well-known author and Professor’ 
of English at the University. His discussion was concerned with his 
own methods of planning and writing of books. He was assisted by 
the following students of O.A.S.L.:

How National Library Week 
Was Observed In Our State 


The second National Library Week was heralded throughout Ohio 
with everything but a brass band. Contests, lectures, field trips, and 
local newspaper publicity all served to bring this occasion before the 
community. 


One of the most ingenious pregrams, which pointed up our popular 
Library Recruitment Plan, was a combined N.L.W. and Career Day, 
held at Painesville Morley High School Library on April 18th. All of 
the Lake County Librarans participated, presenting two minute talks 
on Why and How each librarian had chosen this profession. Certainly 
this is an ideal and vivid way to introducé Librarianship to young peo- 
ple. Incidently, it displays a fine example of school and public library 
co-operation. Mrs. Elnor Portteus, Professor of Kent State Library 
School, tied the entire program together with her stimulating discussion 
on “Becoming a Librarian’’. Over 100 students attended this session, 
which began over coffee and doughnuts, and closed with field trips to 
four different types of libraries, including an industrial research library, 
college and public libraries, and a bookmobile. 


Miss Rose Horn of Kenton High School sent in clippings and photo- 
graphs from the local Kenton Times newspaper, which featured the 
activities of the High School in the observance of this week. The high- 
light of their program was an impressive display of themes on American 
authors, which grew out of a junior English class assignment, made 
in December and due on April 10th. The themes, involving critical 
studies of an individual author’s work, are triumphant examples of what 
can evolve from class room instruction and knowledge of library skills. 
Under the able guidance of Miss Horn, the pupils were introduced to 
all of the library tools for research, and the fine results represented 
many hours of meticulous study and reading. Attractive posters, book 
jackets, and current books were on display with these themes in a first 
floor show case. The school paper, the Echo, opened the week with a 
special N.L.W. article; a student librarian, Sherrill Gray, gave a book 
talk on the pleasures of reading over the P.A. system; and new and 
colorful posters, courtesy of the art classes, appeared daily in the 
school corridors. 


Elizabeth Brown, of Whitmer High School Library in Toledo, surely 
enlisted the aid of every department in the school in order to make 
N.L.W. an important occasion. The industrial arts classes contributed 
posters, which were put up on bulletin boards in halls and classrooms. 
Social science classes gave short talks on topics dealing with the history 
of paper, books, printing, illumination, famous libraries, and the men, 
who were active in developing them. A sophomore English project was 
an exhibit in a branch library of poetry anthologies, book jackets, 
blurbs and author information. Three senior library assistants visited 
a branch library to observe a pre-school story hour. Speech classes 
presented brief daily announcements over the public address system 
about N.L.W., books, and libraries. A reading survey was conducted in 
all English classes, to be used as a comparison with one done three 
years ago for the University of Toledo. 

The Bluffton High School Library, under the guidance of Miss Ocie 
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Anderson, Librarian, set up a special library book display in the Main 
Reading Room of the Bluffton Public Library. Consisting of more than 
300 elementary books, arranged by grade levels, this selection was in- 
corporated in an annotated catalog, to be used as a check list available 
to anyone attending the exhibit. Displays of elementary school books 
were also set up in the elementary school building. Three other pre- 
sentations were shown in store windows. One was a collection for teen- 
agers and adults, the second. a group of magazines currently received 
at the library, and the third, an exhibit of high school science projects 
together with some of the library materials used in constructing them. 


Here again is another example of how the schools and community can 
work together. 


Winifred Turner reports that Fremont Ross Senior High School Li- 
brary Club, in recognition of N.L.W., honored the high school faculty 
with an “Under-cover Tea”. The under-cover display featured several 
hundred new books, bright in colorful dust jackets, and grouped by 
subject. At each table, two club members acted as host and hostess, 
to show off the new books and to take faculty reservations. Club 
officers greeted guests, who also included the parents of the club mem- 
bers, and directed them to a well-stocked tea table, courtesy of the 
Home Economics Department. A background of soft music from the 
school Hi-Fi set provided a pleasing atmosphere. This Library Club Tea 
has become an annual event, happily anticipated by both faculty and 
club members. 


Kay Kendall’s Windham High School Library Club in Ravenna also 
had an interesting week. They had a trip to the Akron Public Library, 
saw a movie of a classic, conducted a magazine survey and a poster 
contest, and had beok reviews presented over the PA system by mem- 
bers oi the Speech Classes. The Student Council awarded a prize for the 
best poster and the Library Club gave recognition to those who had 
read the most books. 


Miss Margaret Rodgers, of Middlebranch Junior High School, started 
her celebration of N.L.W. with a slogan displayed at the entrance of 
the Library. “Get in the Swing, Visit your library this spring.” 

Each morning short announcements were made over the P.A. Sys- 
tem. The school paper, The Carbon Copy, devoted much of its space 
to the library and its news. On Wednesday of that week a faculty tea 
and open house were held. 

Findlay Senior High School, Donnell Junior High School, Glenwood 
Junior High School, and St. Michael’s Parochial School, participated 
with the city elementary schools and the county schools in a Book 
Review Contest in celebration of National Library Week. The contest 
was conducted through the English classes. This was one of the act- 
ivities planned by the Community-wide Committee. Winners were an- 
nounced and awards were presented on Family Night at the Findlay 
Public Library, April 16. Judges were book-and-reading-minded citizens 
of Findlay and Hancock County. 

Another contest sponsored by the Community-wide Committee was a 
poster contest. The junior high art classes participated in this contest. 
Winning posters were displayed in business establishments and in the 
public library. 

Other activities of the high school and junior high schools of Findlay 
included special announcements to the student bodies via the public 
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address system, reproductions of the National Library Week poster in 
home rooms and the school libraries, mimeographed lists of new books, 
and the special sale of Readers’ Choice pocket-sized editions of old 
favorites sponsored by Scholastic Magazine. 

With such enthusiasm from our librarians, all over the state, National 
Library Week, on this its second anniversary, is surely destined to be- 
come a high point in our Nation’s Great Events - an awareness of the 
wonderful world of books which is always open to everyone, not just 
for one week out of the year, but every day our whole life through. 





The Library Workshop 


The Workshop, THE SCHOOL LIBRARY TELLS ITS STORY, con- 
ducted by the Department of Library Science, Kent State University, 
attracted a group of eighty librarians from over the state. Springfield, 
Newark, Dayton, Columbus, and Toledo school librarians attended, as 
well as many from Akron, Warren, and northeastern Ohio. 


The first prize award in the Display Contest of $25.00 was awarded 
to Roxboro Elementary School, Cleveland Heights, Mrs. Helen Barlow, 
Librarian with a display on the theme, “March Comes in Like a Lion 
and Goes Out Like a Lamb.” Two honorable mentions were given; one 
to Norwalk High School, Mrs. Mary Falke, Librarian for a display on 
“New England Authors,” and the other to Garfield Heights Elemen- 
tary School for “April Showers of Books.” Twenty-eight schools part- 
icipated in the contest. 

Comments following the workshop have indicated that librarians 
like the idea of the contest. We would like to sponsor a variation on 
the contest idea next year. Any librarians who have themes they would 
like to have developed and explored at next year’s conference should 
direct their suggestions to Mrs. Elnora M. Portteus, who was Director 
of this workshop. 





The Laura Ingalls Wilder Award 


The Laura Ingalls Wilder Award will be given in 1960 by the Am- 
erican Library Association, Children’s Services Division, to an author 
or illustrator whose works, published in, the United States, have made 
a substantial and lasting contribution to literature for children. 

The receipient of the award will be determined by a vote of the mem- 
bership of the ALA Children’s Services Division. The selection is a two 
year project. A nominating vote is in process with June 1, 1959 as the 
closing date. From these nominations the committee will prepare a 
ballot which will be submitted to the membership for the final vote in 
the fall of 1959. The medal will be awarded at the ALA Conference 
in Montreal in 1960.

New Libraries - And Libraries With New Ideas 


About five hundred borrowers are enjoying Hilliards High School’s 
newly furnished library, that has been set up in the new wing of the 
building this year. With the attractive blonde oak furniture and the 
modern glass wall, the library invites much activity. Over six hundred 
new books have been keeping the librarian and student assistants busy 
cataloging and shelving. Several interesting and novel ideas have been 
used in setting up display collections. Impressed with the list of “110 
Significant Books From All Lands and Times”, printed in the Wilson 
Library Bulletin of January 1959, the English teachers and Mrs. Mildred 
Smith, Librarian, are using the list as a guide in buying titles to add to 
their collection. A special sticker, “Significant Book”, is placed on each 
book, so students can recognize it. Realizing the need to encourage 
more “meaty” reading, such as this list represents, the teachers are 
allowing extra credits on these reports. 


Fines from overdue books have purchased a special collection of 
over thirty paper back request titles. These include stories from which 
television programs or movies have been adapted. Here the reader can 
also find his favorite subjects, like war and sport stories, romances, 
science fiction, and hot-rod books. They have enjoyed a lively 
circulation, and have created excellent student co-operation in paying 
over-due fines, which will go to buy more paper backs. 

Mrs. Smith compiled an interesting survey, based on a typical libra- 
ry week, recording the type of activity that goes on during school hours. 
Students using library facilities for their class assignments numbered 
133. Of the 58, who were examining books, 37 were using ready re- 
ference. There were 47 pupils who came in to borrow or return books. 
Magazines were being read by 26 students for at least part of a period. 
Daily and weekly newspapers were consulted by 70. The number of 
books checked out in each average daily period was 23. Between 250 
and 280 books are in constant circulation. Almost half of the requests 
are for fiction, with biography, history, reference, and science books 
following in that order. 





A splendid example of co-operation between the public and school 
libraries has been initiated in Lucas County. The County Library and 
the schools have been conducting a series of library workshops, which 
are similar to Open House to acquaint teachers with materials and 
facilities available to them. The first in this series of workshops was 
held on March 14th and was devoted to the subject “Enriching the 
Curriculum with Books.” This meeting included a discussion of services 
available to teachers, a talk on library workers and teachers as team- 
mates, and a tour of the library facilities. 

The second Open House, held on March 19th, emphasized ‘Enrich- 
ing the English and Foreign Language Curriculum Through Books”. 
The third meeting, on April 9th, was given over to “Enriching the 
Social Studies Curriculum Through Books”. April 16th will be the final 
discussion in this series and wll be entitled “Enriching the Science 
and Mathematics Curriculum Through Books”. 

This must have been a very gratifying program not only for becoming 
acquainted with all of the available resources in the community, but 
for the cementing of a true team spirit among its members. 
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See What We Are Doing 
What an enviable position our President Allen Oakum is enjoying. 
He has been given $7000 by the Kent Board of Education to purchase 
books for his new Junior High School Library and to supplement his 
present Roosevelt High School collection. This is truly a librarian’s 
dream of Paradise. 

Kay Kendall, of Windham High School Library, was presented with 
$100 from the Class of 1958 to buy books for her reference collection. 
She is also very proud of her current display of photos of the science 
class projects, which were based on materials from her library.. 

From this same county comes a report from Mrs. Arthur Benedict 
of Crestwood High School that, from sponsoring the school newspaper, 
“The Crestwood Crier”, the Library profitted by the sum of $117.00, 
which immediately went for the purchase of new books. This year they 
will have $75.00 more to help build up their collection. She feels that 
the noticeably increased activity in her library is due to the augmented 
collection, as well as to the co-operation of the English Department. 

Carolyne Weasner of James A. Garfield High School Library tells 
us that they certainly feel fortunate in being one of the few school 
libraries in the United States in which a National Science Foundation 
Collection was set up. Two hundred books, in groups of fifty, were sent 
to the library from October through May, giving the students quality 
books in all fields of science. These books are also made available to the 
faculty and the citizens of the town. 

Another interesting science program has been in action in the Clay- 
Genoa High School. Mrs. Phyllis Wood, Librarian, is very pleased with 
their participation in the Traveling High School Science Library Plan. 
Physics and chemistry students have been required to make reports 
on each group of books received, and, although some of the books have 
been too technical for even the more advanced students, many have 
proved to be excellent sources of information for their science projects. 

Mrs. Shirley Sippola reports that the senior class of John H. Lehman 
High School presented the library with $130.00 for reference books. 
An effort was made to represent each department in the school, and 
the result was a wide range selection, including everything from The 
Cambridge History of English Literature to the Lincoln Library. 

We are not only gratified to hear about these fortunate libraries who 
are augmenting their collections, but are most happy to get reports 
from those who are sharing their services with others. Helen Hulbert 
of Ravenna City High School tells of a $25.00 gift of books that her 
library club will present to the “Happy Day School”, an institution for 
retarded children of that area. The club is planning a visit there and 
will deliver the books at that time. 

The Library Council of Whitmer High School is collecting money to 
send to the International Christian University Library in Tokyo, as 
their contribution to world friendship. For the past several years, the 
Council and some members of the student body have sent back issues 
of the Readers’ Digest to India, Pakistan, Burma, Taiwan, and Japan. 
Elizabeth Brown states that this enterprise makes the young people a- 
ware of others in foreign countries, and gives them a feeling of helping 
to develop world understanding. Some of these students have been 
writing letters overseas, and especially to Japan, a contact Miss Brown 
had made for them through a Japanese houseboy, whom she had met 
last summer.

From the fifteen hundred children’s books published in the U.S. in 
1958 the American Library Association Children’s Services Division has 
selected thirty-four as notable for inclusion in its list of “Notable 
Children’s Books of 1958.”

Library School, Pittsburgh, Pa., announced that the final choice was 
made by the Book Evaluation Committee of the Division whose chair- 
man is Elsie S. MacDonald, District of Columbia Public Library, Wash- 
ington D.C. Other members of the Committee are Mary K. Eakin, Iowa 
State Teachers College Library, Cedar Falls; Helen E. Kinsey, The 
Booklist. and Subscription Books Bulletin, American Library Assoc- 
iation, Chicago; Marian Schroether, Waukegan (Ill.) Public Library; 
and Miriam Wessel, Detroit (Mich.) Public Library. 


The Swineherd by Hans Christian Anderson. Translated and illus- 
trated by Erik Blegvad. Harcourt. $2.75. Newly translated and illustrat- 
by a Danish artist and presented in picture book form. An altogether 
enchanting book. 


The Golden Phoenix by Charles Marius Barbeau. Retold by Michael 
Hornyansky. Illustrated by Arthur Price. Walck. $3.00 Gathered at 
first hand and skillfully retold, this collection of French-Canadian fairy 
tales is a real contribution to folk tales for children. 


Sons of the Steppe by Hans Bauman. Translated by Isabel and Flor- 
ence McHugh. Illustrated by Heiner Rothfuchs. Walck (originally 
Oxford). $3.00 The life and character of the Mongol warrior hordes are 
remarkably well pictured in a stirring tale of two dissimilar grandsons 
of Genghis Khan. 


The Horse Without a Head by Paul Berna. Translated by John 
Buchanan-Brown. Illustrated by Richard Kennedy. Pantheon. $2.75. A 
derelict neighbor-hood near Paris is the colorful setting for a mem- 
orable story of a gang of children who find mystery and adventure 
through their headless, iron-wheeled, wooden horse. 


Treasure of Green Knowe by Lucy Maria Boston. Illustrated by 
Peter Boston. Harcourt. $3.00 Granny’s tales and Tolly’s imagination 
bring alive people and events of another generation at Green Knowe. 
A remarkably successful use of the story-within-a-story technique with 
perfect blending of realism and fantasy. 


Felice by Marcia Brown. Illustrated by the author. Scribner. $2.95. 
A homeless cat and a catless boy are brought together in a picture book 
enhanced by richly- colored Venice scenes. 

Elf Owl by Mary March Buff and Conrad Buff. Viking. $2.75. Sen- 
sitive verselike prose and lovely sepia drawings reflect the beauty and 
moods of the desert and convey the drama of life around a water hole. 

The Man Who Was Don Quixote by Rafaello Busoni. Illustrated by 
the author. Prentice-Hall. $3.95. Miguel de Cervantes, his adventurous 
life, and sixteenth-century Spain are excitingly and colorfully portrayed 
in an appreciative biography profusely illustrated with spirited 
drawings. 

The Family Under the Bridge by Natalie Savage Carlson. Illustrated 
by Garth Williams. Harper. $2.95. A warm and flavorsome story of an 
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old hobo of Paris whose heart and life become entangled, against his 
will, with a fatherless family in search of a home. 


Chanticleer and the Fox by Geoffrey Chaucer. Adapted and illustrated 
by Barbara Cooney. Crowell. $3.00. Handsome, accurately detailed 
drawings in brilliant colors and in black and white illustrate a well- 
told version of the tale of the proud cock and the sly fox. 


I went to the Animal Fair edited by William Cole. Illustrated by 
Colette Rosselli. World. $2.75. An inviting, gaily illustraed book of 
well-chosen animal poems for young children. 


The Americans by Harold Coy. Illustrated by William Moyers. Little 
$4.50. A stimulating survey which vitalizes American history by means 
of its unusual human interest approach and brisk, informal style. 


Along Came a Dog by Meindert De Jong. [Illustrated by Maurice 
Sendak. Harper. $2.75. With great insight and skill the author has 
created a moving and suspenseful story about the friendship between 
a toeless hen and a rejected, home-seeking dog that becomes her 
protector. 


Tistou of the Green Thumbs by Maurice Druon. Translated by Hump- 
hrey Hare. Illustrated by Jacqueline Dunheme. Scribner. $2.75. A 
charming, delicately fashioned fantasy ccncerning a strange little boy 
who uses his gift of green thumbs to bring beauty, happiness, and 
peace to the world. Imaginative illustrations. 


Pinky Pye by Eleanor Estes. Illustrated by Edward Ardizzone. Har- 
court. $3.00. Mysterious happenings and a clever, beguiling kitten add 
spice to the Pye family’s summer on Fire Island. A captivating story 
recounted with warmth and humor. 


Bless this Day compiled by Elfrida Vipont Brown Foulds (Elfrida 
Vipont, pseud.) Illustrated by Harold Jones. Harcourt. $3.25. A rich and 
varied collection of Christian prayers, traditional and modern, prose and 
poetry. Interpretive, reverent illustrations. 


Willa by Ruth Franchere. Illustrated by Leonard Weisgard. Crowell. 
$3.00. A vivid reconstruction in lively, narrative style of Willa Cather’s 
girlhood in Nebraska near the turn of the century. 


Lee of Virginia by Douglas Southall Freeman. Scribner. $4.50. The 
character of Robert E. Lee, the man and the soldier, clearly emerges 
in this mature thoroughly researched biography. 


The House that Jack Built by Antonic Fransconi. Illustrated by the 
author. Harcourt. $3.00. Striking woodcuts modern in design and use 
of color give a fresh interpretation to a nursey rhyme presented here 
both in English and in French. 

Umbrella by Jun Iwamatsu (Taro Yashima, pseud). Illustrated by 
the author. Viking. $2.50. The anticipation, impatience, and joy of a 
little girl who waits for a rainy day to use her birthday umbrella are 
sensitively portrayed in a beautiful picture book. 

What Do You Say, Dear? by Sesyle Joslin. Llustrated by Maurice 
Sendak. Scott. $2.75. Ludicrous situations and laughable pictures in- 
troduce good manners to the very young. 

Chucaro, Wild Pony of the Pampa by Francis Kalnay. Illustrated by 
Julian de Miskey. Harcourt. $2.75. The people of the Argentine Pampa 
and their way of life are brought into sharp focus in a poignant, in- 
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timately narrated story of a boy, a gaucho, and a wild pony. 


In the Middle of the Trees by Karla Kuskin. Illustrated by the author. 
Harper. $3.25. Original poems, childlike in appeal and pleasing to the 
ear, ilustrated with sprightly drawings which match the mood of the 
verses. 


The Magic Feather Duster by William Lipkind (Will, pseud.). Illus- 
trated by Nicolas Mordvinoff (Nicolas, pseud.). Harcourt. $3.25. Four 
brothers use their different virtues and talents to win a magic feather 
duster in a, picture book story told in folk tale manner and illustrated 
with imagination and originality. 

The Minnow Leads to Treasure by Ann Phillippa Peace. Illustrated by 
Edward Ardizzone. World. $3.00. The enjoyable summer adventures of 
two treasure-seeking boys on and along the river Say, exceptionally 
well told against an enticing English background. 


The Sherwood Ring by Elizabeth Marie Pope. Illustrated by Evaline 
Ness. Houghton. $3.00. An original and amusing romantic adventure for 
older girls deftly interweaves a twentieth-century mystery and an 
eighteenth-century intrigue. 


Allth by Alastair Reid. Illustrated by Walter Lorraine. Houghton. 
$3.00. A young minstrel brings back greeness and joy to the dark and 
desolate kingdom of Allth in a poetically told fairy tale of haunting 
beauty. 

Henry Reed, Inc. by Keith Robertson. Illustrated by Robert McClos- 
key. Viking. $3.00. A truly funny story of the summer enterprises of 
an inventive boy and a neighbor girl. The illustrations exactly match 
the straight-faced, first-person narrative. 


Nkwala by Edith Lambert Sharp. Illustrated by William Winter. 
Little. $3.00 A gripping and beautifully: written story of a Salish Indian 
boy’s quest for manhood and his peace-loving tribe’s migration from a 
drought-stricken land. 

The Witch of Blackbird Pond by Elizabeth George Speare. Houghton. 
$3.00. Strong plot, fully-realized characters, and convincing atmosphere 
distinguish this historical narrative of a girl whose rebellion against 
biogotry and her Puritan surroundings culminates in a witch hunt and 
trial. 

The Perilous Road by William O. Steele. Illustrated by Paul Galdone. 
Harcourt. $2.95. In a perceptive, swiftly-paced story a confused, Yankee- 
hating Tennessee mountain boy learns by experience the senselessness 
of war, the true meaning of courage, and the importance of 
understanding. 

Warrior Scarlet by Rosemary Sutcliff. Illustrations by Charles Keep- 
ing. Walck. $3.25. An ancient culture is compellingly recreated in the 
story of the fierce struggle of a crippled Bronze Age boy to prove him- 
selfi and his right to wear the warrior scarlet. 

Crictor by Tomi Ungerer. Illustrated by the author. Harper. $2.50. 
A highly diverting picture book about an agreeable pet boa constrice- 
or that earns the affection and gratitude of a French village. 

Do You Know What I'll Do? by Charlotte Shapiro Zolotow. Illustrated 
by Garth Williams. Harper. $2.50. A mood of tenderness is evoked as a 
little girl makes childlike imaginatively expressed promises to her baby 
brother in a picture book of gentle charm.
